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The Spirit of Easter 


Gladnegss and life are always close- 
ly associated. The Christmas Season 
is full of Joy because it speaks to man- 
kind of the Birth of Christ. Easter is 
a day of worshipful gladness as it her- 
alds the truth of a risen Redeemer, 
who after death, emerged from the 
grave into the glory of Resurrection 


Life. Before the Easter dawn the dis- 
ciples of Jesus were full of spirit of 
despair and. defeat. The crucifixion 
had cast a cloud over their hearts too 
heavy for their faith to lift. It all 
seemed a strange, sad ending to a 
wonderful life with hallowed fellow- 
ships and a marvellous ministry. It 
was while in .the gloom of the grave, 
and mourning over their Lord’s 
death, that they were lifted into the 
ecstasy of His Haster Presence, and 
into the fellowship of their Risen’ 
Lord. It is this great truth that 
brings to the world the joy of Easter 
with its message of immortality. 

No one can successful deny the 
actual fact of the Resurrection. 
Christ appeared to His disciples so 
often, and in so many forms that His 
presence among them again was fully 
realized. Whatever may have been 
the manifestations of His presence 
there was no change in the spirit, per- 
sonality or disposition of the Risen 
Christ. He could not be etheralized, de- 
personalized or  spiritualized. His 
glorious personality was manifest. In 
His essential life He was ever the

simo.even though His manifestations 
to His disciples assumed different 
forms, 

As to tho preciso nature of Christ's 
resurrection body, {t would be idle 
for one to speculate upon, We know 
that body rose from the grave and that 
after the resurrection i. wus no long- 
er subject to the laws of time and 
space. Beyond that we dare not dog- 
matize, We belleve that tho post res- 
urrection Hfe of Christ belonged to a 
higher order, that made any real man- 
ifestatlons more dificult than before. 
This {s evident in the various appear- 
ances of Jesus to His followers. Mary 
Magdalene on that resurrection morn 
“supposed Him to be the gardener.” 
The disciples on the lake in the early 
morning djd not recognize Him. The 
men who walked to Emmaus felt they 
were in a strange presence, but not 
until the giving of thanks at the af- 
ternocn meal did they. truly behold 
Christ. In the upper room it was not 
until the disciples saw the wound 
prints in the hands of their strange 
visitor that they recognized Christ. 
He seemed to Mary to be the garden- 
er; to the pilgrims, a fellow traveller; 
to the fishermen, a friendly neighbor; 
and yet amid all these manifestations 
He was the same Risen Lord and 
Master. 


It is this great fact of Christ’s con- 
stant living presence that brings so 
much joy to Christian people as they 
celebrate the Easter Season. We are 
assured that the Risen Lord comes to 
the soul in forms as manifold as hu- 
man needs. We are not surprised that 
one writer in the gospels, in speaking 
of post resurrection appearances, 
should have said, “He appeared in 
another form unto two of them, as 
they walked and went into the coun- 
try.” As we read hymnology we find 
that the Risen Lord makes His pres- 
ence felt in varied ways. To one Christ 
is “the King of Love,” to another “The 
Rock of Ages,” while a third sings 
“Lead Kindly Light.” The early Chris- 
tians in the catacombs of Rome drew 
images of shepherds and anchors. 
They were like scattered sheep, and 
the Lord’s presence wag lii:e that of 
a Good Shepherd. They were driven in 
the fierce storm of persecution, and in 
Him they found an anchor for their 
souls.

One vegetable 
grown in exactly the same location 
each year will exhaust the particular 
fertilizer that the vegetable requires 
and may also fill the soil full of dis- 
ease. Then, too, leguminous crops, like 
beans and peas which actually add 
fertilizer to the soil, must be moved 
around so that the whole garden may 
benefit. Such crops will help to com- 
pensate for the heavy feeders like 
corn, beets and carrets.

Hardy sorts, such as rad- 
ish, lettuce, spinach, and even carrots, 
beets and Swiss chard, can usually be 
planted just as soon as the soil is 
ready for cultivation.

That dread disease cerebro spinal 
meningitis has reared its ugly head 
cnce more in the province.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to de so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the’publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for

4. If a fp subscriber orders his paper

Mr. Irvine: At the present time the 
disposal of this power site is, as I un- 
derstand the matter, in the hands of 
the minister, and while I have a con- 
siderable amount of respect for the 
minister, ,nevertheless I would like to 
get the assurance of parliament that 
this site and others in a similar posi- 
tion would not be given away by a 
minister without at least a discussion 
in parliament in respect thereto. 

I listened a few minutes ago to the 
hair-splitting legal distinctions of the 
Minister of National Defence (Mr. 
Ralston). I think I was able to follow 
his argument, and I think, too, it was 
only occasionally he came within 
range of the subject.

As to that I have no 
remarks to make, but I would say that 
the ministers’ ingenious argument did 
not have much to do with the amend- 
ment before the house, 


Finally, 1 think the Prime Minis- 
ter’s argument was a strange one from 
our own Prime Minister who has been 
on the public platform the champion 
of parliamentary institutions to a 
more outstanding degree than any 
other public man I can remember in 
the history of Canada. I was reading 
just to-day the bible of the Liberal 
party. I do not know, Sir, whether you 
have seen it, but it is a real bible with 
the bust of the Prime Minister on the 
front page and a really biblical quota- 
tion from a great Liberal somewhere 
across the Atlantic. In that bible there 
are some very definite pronounce- 
ments in respect to the power of par: 
liament and there are some very spec: 
ific references to the orders in coun- 
cil which were passed by the admin- 
istration prior to the present one. The 
whole righteous indignation of a great 
Liberal party which has fought for 
the liberties of the Canadian people 
throughout our history was aroused to 
the very highest pitch in denouncing 
that kind of thing and promising to 
the people of Canada that if ever a 
Liberal party should come into power, 
all those rights and privileges of the 
people would be safeguarded by up- 
holding parliamentary institutions and 
giving parliament the rights which be- 
long to it properly in considering ev- 
ery question which concerns the in- 
terests of the people. That is a splen- 
did principle. I am sure the Prime Min- 
ister still believes in that principle, 
but his argument does not fit in. I 
should say that his speech on this 
question indicated a profound dis- 
belief in parliamentary institution. I 
hope he has not had a change of mind; 
I hope I am misinterpreting him on 
the question, because I think it would 
be nothing short of a calamity were 
the Prime Minister so soon to have 
lost the ideals Which no doubt went a 
long way towards giving him the con- 
fidence of the people which he now en- 
joys. The parliament of Canada, if 
this confidence is to be restored, must 
deal with matters so important to the 
welfare of the people as water-power. 


Referring again to the administra- 
tion argument of the Minister of Na- 
tional Defence, when those powers 
were granted by parliament who then 
thought of the importance of a river 
from a power point of view? Who then 
thought of the importance of electrical 
energy in the industrial development 
of the world? Nobody. Since that time 
electrical energy. has become the 
greatest industrial motive force that 
we have, and consequently we might 
very properly make an exception in 
the administration of this particular.
